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"88.6  ON  YOUR 
RADIO  DIAL" 

On  October  10,  1973,  at  the  early 
hour  of  6:30  a.m.  ideas  that  devel- 
oped in  the  academic  year  1969-70 
became  realities  with  the  Radio 
Club's  first  broadcast  from  its  FM 
station  WOLI  in  the  basement  of 
the  Frost  Building.  Not,  however,  be- 
fore hundreds  of  hours  of  preparation 
and  work  by  the  station's  founders, 
Mark  Manuelian  '73  and  Douglas 
Wilson  '73,  could  this  be  accom- 
plished. 

After  Mark  and  Doug  first  con- 
ceived of  the  idea  of  a  radio  station 
at  the  Academy  in  their  sophomore 
year,  they  "decided  to  start  by  hook- 
ing in  to  AM  radio  lines,"  said  Mark. 
This  "extra-legal"  practice,  however, 
was  frowned  upon  by  the  administra- 
tion, so  in  the  fall  of  1970  they  then 
thought  they  would  broadcast  by 
cable  to  various  buildings  on  campus. 
This  too  proved  troublesome,  as  the 
Town  did  not  favor  the  crossing  of 
roads  with  cables  from  above.  The 
Town  selectmen  said  they  could  only 
use  cables  if  they  were  laid  beneath 
the  ground.  The  cost  of  this,  they  soon 
learned,  was  prohibitive. 

Undaunted,  in  the  spring  of  1971, 
the  two  radio  aficionados  began  to 
look  into  the  possibility  of  going  to 
FM.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  now 
their  junior  year,  Mark  and  Doug 
looked  at  equipment  prices,  drew  up 
a  concrete  proposal,  and  persuaded 
Val  Wilkie  to  look  for  funds.  In 
January  of  1972  they  found  that  they 
had  enough  money  in  hand  to  en- 
courage them  to  learn  how  to  apply 
for  the  various  licenses.  They  also  be- 
gan to  prepare  their  present  site  in 
the  Frost  basement.  Concerning  li- 
censes, they  discovered  that  before  one 
can  apply  for  a  broadcasting  permit, 
one  has  to  apply  for  a  permit  to  con- 
struct the  station.  This  means  that 
it  is  possible  to  purchase  the  neces- 
sary equipment,  put  it  in  place,  and 
not  be  legally  allowed  to  broadcast. 
Having  come  too  far  to  turn  back, 
in  the  summer  of  '72  they  mailed 
their  construction  application  to  the 
FCC,  only  to  be  put  off  until  Decem- 


ber —  their  senior  year  —  when  they 
were  granted  permission.  More  work 
on  the  studio.  They  now  began  to 
hunt  for  a  reasonably  priced  trans- 
mitter and  antenna.  After  five  months 
of  searching,  they  ordered  both  in 
May  of  1973.  The  antenna  was  de- 
livered in  a  matter  of  weeks,  and  the 
transmitter  had  been  promised  in  a 
month  and  a  half. 

As  history  would  have  it,  a  month 
and  a  halt  came  and  went,  and  no 
transmitter.  It  was  not  until  after 
many  calls  to  the  company  during 
the  summer  that  it  finally  arrived  two 
weeks  before  school  was  scheduled  to 
start  in  September  of  1973,  and  Mark 
and  Doug  had  already  graduated.  It 
was  now  time  to  apply  for  a  broad- 
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GDA  STUDENTS 
REACH  OUT

Governor  Dummer  Academy  is  only 
a  small  component  of  the  world;  yet 
it  contains  factors  essential  to  the 
world's  existence  —  people.  GDA  is 
not  an  entity  detached  from  its  sur- 
rounding communities,  rather  it  vol- 
unteers its  assistance  for  worthwhile 
projects.  For  example,  on  Saturday, 
November  17,  eight  GDA  students 
willingly  offered  to  perform  odd  jobs 
in  the  rejuvenation  of  Link  House, 
a  center  of  rehabilitation  for  alcohol- 
ics, in  Newburyport. 

Link  House  offers  an  alcoholic  a 
chance  to  reexamine  his  former  life 
style  and  helps  him  to  make  the  nec- 
essary adjustments  to  ensure  a  more 
promising  future.  Newly  papered 
walls,  a  freshly  painted  staircase  and 
recently  dusted  furniture  are  seen  and 
smelled  as  one  roams  through  the 
building.  The  small  dining  room  ta- 
ble, the  kitchen  cluttered  with  pots 
and  pans  and  the  gaily  decorated 
rooms  promote  positive  feelings  of 
a  congenial  environment.  One  imag- 
ines the  piano  in  the  playroom  to  be 
a  form  of  family  entertainment. 

The  three  hours  donated  lor  the 
project  was  well  worth  the  efforts. 
They  arrived  prepared  for  the  chores 
ahead  —  they  stumbled  out  of  the  big 
red  van  with  pails,  rakes,  and  rags. 
Raking  leaves,  dusting,  vacuuming, 
and  painting  are  some  of  the  numer- 
ous jobs  that  were  performed.  Randi 
Birenbaum  artistically  painted  her 
way  down  the  staircase  (for  three  sol- 
id hours),  while  heavy  betting  took 
place  in  the  backyard  as  to  who  would 
be  the  first  to  fill  their  bags  with 
leaves.  GDA  also  made  one  unexpect- 
ed contribution  to  the  remodeling  of 
Link  House:  one  new  window-pane 
—  Danny  dayman  inadvertently  for- 
got to  open  a  window  and  propelled 
his  hand  through  the  pane  of  glass. 

The  director  of  Link  House,  Mr. 
Quinn,  aptly  summarized  the  morn- 
ing's work:  "it  gives  a  person  faith 
that  other  people  care  enough  to 
help."  During  our  coffee  break  we  had

FUND  REPORT 

To  date  the  Annual  Fund  has 
raised  $38,394  in  gifts  and  pledges. 
This  represents  45.2  per  cent  of  our 
$85,000  goal,  so  you  can  see  that  we 
are  off  to  a  good  start.  This  has  been 
given  by  389  donors  which  marks  a 
20  per  cent  increase  over  last  year! 
Of  the  total,  297  Alumni  have  con- 
tributed $21,261  and  92  Parents  and 
Friends  have  contributed  $17,133. 
With  the  need  for  funding  various 
activities,  such  as  our  Humanities 
program,  our  Religious  Education  and 
Counseling  program,  and  our  Ecolo- 
gy course,  as  well  as  increased  costs 
for  food  and  fuel,  through  the  Annu- 
al Fund,  our  start  is  very  encouraging. 

Highlighting  the  fall's  alumni  ac- 
tivities was  the  Boston  Alumni  Re- 
ception on  December  13.  Over  130 
alumni,  their  wives,  and  faculty  at- 
tended this  function  held  for  the  first 
time  at  the  New  England  Aquarium 
in  Boston,  which  certainly  contribut- 
ed toward  its  success.  Due  to  this 
large  turnout,  in  which  classes  from 
the  teens  to  the  early  '70's  were  rep- 
resented, we  are  looking  for  our 
largest  crowd  ever  at  Alumni  Day  on 
May  4,  where  we  hope  that  many  of 
the  Anniversary  Classes  (as  well  as 
non-Anniversary  Classes)  will  make 
a  special  effort  to  come  back  to  the 
campus  to  celebrate  and  to  see  old 
friends. 

One  more  bit  of  good  news:  the 
$100,000  grant  from  the  Edward  E. 
Ford  Foundation,  made  on  a  match- 
ing dollar-for-dollar  basis  to  go  to 
endowment  for  faculty  salaries  and 
announced  in  last  spring's  Archon, 
has  been  successfully  completed  and 
even  oversubscribed  by  $1,500.  Due 
to  the  encouraging  response  experi- 
enced here  and  in  the  Annual  Fund 
to  date,  our  goal  of  $85,000  for  annu- 
al giving  certainly  is  within  sight.  The 
Academy  wishes  to  thank  all  those 
who  have  so  far  contributed  toward 
helping  Governor  Dummer  maintain 
its  position  of  leadership  as  an  inde- 
pendent secondary  school.

FOOTBALL 

Governor  Dummer  football  fans  did 
not  have  very  much  to  cheer  about 
during  the  1973  fall  season.  The  team 
suffered  through  a  dismal  record  of 
seven  defeats  and  no  victories.  How- 
ever, the  season  did  provide  a  few 
high  points.  The  Governors  took  a 
14-0  lead  into  the  locker  room  against 
Browne  and  Nichols  in  their  second 
game,  but  were  unable  to  hold  on 
for  the  win.  Coach  Bob  Anderson 
feels  that  the  best  game  that  his  team 
played  was  the  last  one  against  Bel- 
mont Hill.

The  overall  program 
through  expansion  gained  five  girl 
runners  and  a  talented  young  JV 
squad.  The  JV  benefited  by  the  gain- 
ing of  experience  which  allowed  them 
to  edge  out  Exeter  in  a  tri-meet  domi- 
nated by   Masconomet   High   School. 

The  Varsity  highlighted  its  season 
by  defeating  Lawrence  Academy's 
very  strong  squad.

casting  permit.  The  first  time  around, 
unbeknownst  to  them,  they  were  not 
sent  enough  forms.  After  sending  the 
first  set  of  forms,  receiving  the  sec- 
ond set,  filling  out  the  fifty-odd  pages 
in  triplicate,  and  sending  this  set 
back,  they  received  their  permit  as  a 
non-profit,  educational  station  with 
call  letters  WOLI  (none  of  the  five 
different  sets  they  requested).  At  long 
last  it  was  time  for  that  first  broadcast 
on  October  10  at  6:30  a.m.  after 
more  than  three  years  of  thinking, 
planning,  building,  applying,  and 
waiting.  The  disc  jockey  for  the  first 
show  was  the  current  president  of  the 
Radio  Club,  Mark  Myers  74. 

Over  the  Christmas  vacation  in 
73  both  Mark  Manuelian  and  Doug 
returned  to  the  campus  for  most  of 
the  two-week  period  to  re-do  the 
studio,  after  having  visited  during 
several  weekends  in  the  fall  to  see 
that  all  was  running  efficiently.  At 
this  time  they  re-painted  the  walls, 
built  new  platforms  for  the  equip- 
ment, and  built  a  new  control  board, 
doing  the  metal  work  and  wiring 
themselves. 

Since  then,  they  have  been  work- 
ing with  the  other  members  of  the 
Radio  Club  on  more  organized  and 
sophisticated  programming.  Plans  now 
call  for  broadcasting  hours  of  6:30 
a.m.  to  8:00  a.m.  and  6:00  p.m.  to 
11:00  p.m.  on  week  nights  and  to 
midnight  on  weekends.  The  program 
for  the  evening  hours  will  progress 
from  a  6:00  p.  m.  fifteen-minute  news- 
cast   to    a    "top-forty"    format    to    an 


"easy  listening  jazz  and  popular"  for- 
mat to  a  "progressive  rock"  show 
which  includes  the  best  of  rock,  classi- 
cal, and  jazz.  In  addition,  five  hours 
per  week  in  the  evening  will  be  dedi- 
cated to  community  interest  or  edu- 
cational programs.  In  the  near  future 
this  will  include  a  special  on  black 
music  and  further  down  the  road 
interviews  with  interesting  townspeo- 
ple, as  well  as  public  service  an- 
nouncements. 

By  the  fall  of  73  the  Club  had 
grown  to  approximately  thirty  mem- 
bers. Besides  Mark  Manuelian,  Doug 
Wilson,  and  Mark  Myers,  the  prin- 
cipal members  are  Tom  Huffsmith 
74,  vice-president,  and  Karen  Yesair 
74,  each  of  whom  has  a  third  class 
broadcasting  license.  (Anyone  of  the 
other  members  can  broadcast,  but 
they  have  to  be  in  the  presence  of 
a  licensed  broadcaster:  FCC  law). 

Mark  Manuelian  and  Doug,  having 
graduated  in  73,  are  still  very  active, 
as  evidenced  by  this  brief  history. 
Mark  is  now  a  student  at  Brandeis 
University  and  comes  to  the  school 
regularly  to  check  operations.  Doug 
is  a  faculty  intern  here  at  GDA  and 
oversees  much  of  the  Club's  activities 
on  a  daily  basis  as  well  as  his  duties 
as  an  assistant  electronics  teacher  and 
math  tutor. 

To  date  almost  all  money  raised 
for  the  Radio  Club  has  been  done 
by  the  students  through  a  bake  sale, 
a  sweet  and  sour  pork  dinner  for 
other  students,  and  donations  from 
the  student  council.  One  or  two  an- 
onymous donations  from  alumni  and 
parents  have  also  helped  to  pave  the 


way.  In  the  future  they  will  continue 
their  fund  raising  events  and  will 
look  for  support  from  local  sponsors 
to  facilitate  long  range  plans  and  to 
meet  current  budget  expenses.  Future 
ideas  include  sophistication  of  equip- 
ment to  allow  stereo  broadcasts  and 
a  ninety-foot  tower  rather  than  the 
antenna  on  top  of  the  Frost  building 
they  now  use.  This  second  improve- 
ment would  increase  their  current 
range  of  about  nine  miles  to  about 
twelve  miles.

the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  Mr. 
Ouinn  the  progress  that  Link  House 
was  making.  He  was  impressed  with 
the  outside  assistance  that  the  project 
was  receiving  from  college  students, 
politicians,  concerned  citizens,  and, 
now,  Governor  Dummer.  "Nine  out 
of  ten  times  when  you  pick  up  a  news- 
paper it's  discouraging,"  but  the  sup- 
port he  has  received  promoting  the 
continuance  of  Link  House  reassures 
his  confidence  in  mankind;  yet  he 
still  impressed  upon  us  the  need  for 
commodities  such  as  used  furniture, 
appliances,  pillows,  and,  most  im- 
portantly, the  achievements  yet  to  be 
accomplished  in  legislative  reforms 
for  treatment  of  the  alcoholic. 

As  a  private  institution,  we  do  not 
isolate  ourselves  from  outside  activi- 
ties; we  are  involved  in  social  move- 
ments apart  from  our  regular  school 
clubs  and  organizations.  Link  House 
is  just  one  way  in  which  GDA  stu- 
dents exhibit  their  interest  in  public 
affairs. 
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
